doors on Sept. 1. 

No place in New Haven outside of 
the university itself has been more) 
closely associated with the life of Yale 
than Mory's. There the boy from prep 
school got his first impression of the 
godlike sophomore. In freshman year 
one looked forward to the next year’s 
privilege of being able to go dine at 
Mory’s; In sophomore year you proudly 
took your subfreshman friend for sup- 
per there—chop with peas and a toby 
of ale for the guest, scrambled eggs 
and sausages and a toby of ale for the 

“host. 

For it was that chop that formed the 
immediate secondary function of Mo- 
ry’s. Mory’s is primarily a bar—the 
Temple Bar. Secondarily, it is a house 
of chops—of Southdown chops invart- 
ably and inseparately accompanied by 
sausages and baked potatoes and oc- 
casionually by peas. 

When Table Scarring Began. 

The third material element of Mory’s 
| is the table. When the original pro- 

prietor in a careless moment allowed 
some egotistic youth to prove the folly 
of a name by inscribing his initials on 
the top of the polished table he 
wrought far better than he knew, for 
the precedent took root, as precedents 
will in a tradition worshiping com- 
munity, with the result that every suc- 
cessive owner of decorative initials 
tried carving them deep in that brown 
surface, 

On the walls now hang the original 
tables—icons for the disciple of Mory’s. 
Though he can never equal the handi- 
eraft of his forbears, he can at least 
emulate them and try to make the 
tables of the present worthy to hung 
on other walls as lesser divinities for 
future generations.

Charges of Larceny, Conspiracy and

Boston, March §.—Frank J. Line- 
han, former state senator and member 
of the old board of aldermen, for 
whom the police have been looking» 
for ten days, surrendered himself at! 
, police headquarters yesterday after- 
noon. 

Linehan was indicted by the De- 
cember grand jury on 4 charge of lar- | 
ceny and conspiracy in connection 
with alleged lumber frauds in connec- 
tion with the city. He was indicted 
in ten counts, including larceny, con- 
spiracy and forgery. 

The former senator rode up to po- 
Nice headquarters in an automobile, | 
alone with the exception of the chauf- | 
feur. Linehan was at once booked by | 
Inspector Pinkerton. He sald he was 
40 years old and was a conductor by 
occupation. After the formality of} 
booking, Linehan, accompanied by 
Inspector Wolf, crossed the street to| 
the superior court. 

Linehan was arraigned before Jus- | 
tice Jenney and pleaded not guilty. | 


| He was placed under $5000 bonds and | 
in default was sent to jail, where he) 
spent the night. 

It is asserted that Linehan had} 
been dodging arrest for more than a! 
week, arranging for bondsmen before | 
he went to police headquarters. } 

Linehan has been prominent in poll- | 
tics for along time. He lives in Dor- | 
chester and has carried on a contract- 
ing business, having obtained many | 
jobs from the city. He had a stormy | 
| ordeal with the original financial 
‘commission which investigated some 
of his contracts. He was defiant and | 
so belligerent at times while on the 
Witness stand that a policeman was 
ordered to stand near him lest he 
might attempt to assault some of his 
questioners. 

The alleged plan of conspiracy may 
cause an investigation about city hall 
to determine who was in league with | 
the men who ordered lumber from 
! certuin lumber dealers about the city 
‘of Boston. The lumber would be re- 
ceived at a designated place and be 
receipted for. The man who ordered 
| the lumber—usually over the tele- 
| phone—would request that the bill be 
sent to the public grounds department 
or to the sewer department, it Is 
stated. Then the lumber would be 
earted away and placed on flat cars 
and shipped out of the city. 

The mysterious part of the scheme 
is how the men who engineered the 
game ever expected the bills to be 
passed at city hall without being de- 
| tected as a swindle. Captain Dugan 
stated that no one at ciiy hall was sus- 
pected of being implicated in any way 
with the deal. 

John L. Sullivan, a foreman for a 
; contracting company in South Boston, 
Was arrested a week ago in connection 
with the conspiracy. He was held in 
$1500, but it is claimed he has told all 
he knows of the game and stated that 
he had no criminal intentions what- | 
}ever in the deal. His attorney | 
{caused Sullivan to return from Chi- |

AS DEFENDED BY BY PRESIDENT 


| Executive Declares His Confidence In 


Secretary of Interior During Long 
Siege and Pays Respects to Those 
Who Attacked His

Washington, March 8.—Richard A. 
Ballinger’s resignation as secretary of 
been accepted by 
President Taft, and Walter L. Fisher 
of Chicago has been appointed as his 
successor, his commission being 
signed immediately by the president. 
Fisher will take office in a few days. 

Secretary Ballinger tendered his 
resignation in a letter on Jan. 19, 
basing it upon the condition of his 
health. The president replied at once, 
expressing his confidence in Ballin- 
ger, his reluctance to accept his

Immedi- 
ately upon the adjournment of con- 
gress Ballinger renewed his request 
that he be relieved at a date suiting 
the president’s convenince. Yesterday 
President Taft in a letter formally ac- 
cepted the resignation. 

The correspondence between the 
president and the secretary is not 
voluminous, but displays the con‘i- 
dence which the president has reposed 
in Ballinger throughout the long siege 
and the indignation with which he has 
viewed the attack upon the secretary's 
personal and official integrity. 

“T have had the fullest opportunity,’ 
the president says in his letter accept- 
ing the resignation, “to know you, 
to know your standards of service to 
the government and the public, and 
to know your motives, to know how 
you have administered your office and 
to know the motives of those who have 
assailed you. I do not hesitate to say 
that you have been the object of one 
of the most unscrupulous conspiracies 
for the defamation of character that 
history can show.” 

And in the conclusion of his letter 
the president declares that “every 
fibre of my nature rebels against such 
hypocrisy (referring to the attack 
upon Jallinger’s character), and 
nerves me to fight such a combination 
and such methods to the bitter end, 
lest success in this instance may form 
a demoralizing precedent. But per- 
senal consideration for you and yours 
makes me feel that I have no right 
to ask you for a further sacrifice.” 

The president goes on to declare it 
has been himself the 
ultimate object of the attack and says 
that to insist upon Ballinger’s re- 
maining in office “with the prospects 
of further efforts against you, is sel- 
fishly to impose on you more of a bur- 
den than I ought to impose.” 

Mr. Fisher, the new secretary, is 
a well-known lawyer of the west and 
became famous in Chicago through his 
of municipal reform. It is 
expected that he will reverse some of 
the Ballinger policies, for he is vice 
president of the National Conserva- 
tion association and a close friend of 
Gifford Pinchot, 
strongly supported. 

Mr. Fisher, 
President Taft’s term, was considered 
in connection with a cabinet place, 
and since then has been suggested for 
a vacaney on the United States su- 
preme court bench. He 
first president of the Conservation 
association and one of its organizers. 
His information on such public ques- 
tions as reclamation, 
water power sites is broad and eom- 
prehensive.

PRUDENTIAL MUST SETTLE 


City of Newark Entitled to About 
$1,200,000 as Three Years’ Tax | 

Trenton, March 8.—The court of 
errors and appeals decided in favor ot 
the city of Newark and against the 
Prudential Insurance company, on a 
question of taxation involving about 
$20,000,000 of ratables. The ratables 
represent money set aside by the 
company to pay preferred dividends 
on policies issued under the tontine 
plan. 

The company argued that this 
money represented an indebtedness 
that should be deducted from its tota! 
assets. The court, however, held 
that this was not such an indebted- 
ness Within the meaning of the tay 
law. 

The result fs the city of Newark wil

Park and Downs Church to Have a Quincy 


Granite Church Be

Admirably Adapted to 


Needs of the Community 


Preparations are being made to lay 
the corner stone of the new church 
edifice for the Park and Downs Union 
Congregational church on Easter Sun- 
day. Plans have been completed, and 
are in the hands of contractors for 
figures. Bids will be opened in a few 
days and work will be started immedi- 
ately upon award of the contract. 

The site of the new building is on 
Rawson road, between Beach and 
Hamilton streets, and is directly oppo- 
site the Massachusetts Fields school. 
The location is practically the geo- 


' graphical centre of the combined area 


of Wollaston Park and Norfolk, 
Downs, the territory from which the 
church draws its members. 

The building which is to be built of 


Quiney granite, will be of the Spanish: 


mission and Gothic type with windows 
of leaded glass. The plans were 
drawn by architect James H. Ritchie 
of 8 Beacon street, Boston. 

The exterior measurements of the 
building are 85 feet in length, 55 feet 
wide with an approximate height of 65 
feet. The main entrance will be on 
Rawson road, with side entrances on 
Hamilton street and the Beach street 
side. A ‘belfry will form an important 
part of the church exterior, and will 
also be of Spanish mission type. The 
roofing will be of slate. 

The main auditorium will have seat- 
ing accommodations for 340. It will 
consist of a clear story supported ‘by 
pillars on each side. Between the wall 
and the pillars on the sides will be 
aisles five feet wide. The main aisle 
will be of the same width. There will 
be a choir loft for 36 people, pastors 
room, choir room and organ space. The 
chancel will be 14 feet deep, 16 feet 
wide and 25 feet high. At the rear of 
the auditorium will be a gallery seat- 
ing 140. The interior finish will be of 
cypress with exposed spans and 
beams. 

Of first importance in the basement 
is the club room and ladies parlor 48 
by ‘15 feet. Stairs to this lead from 
the main entrance and it may be cut 
off from the remainder of the building. 
It is planned to have this room open 
every evening to be used as a reading 
room and community centre. In its 
rear is a Sunday School department of, 


divided class rooms to accommodate 
400 and a separate infant department 
for 240. Other features are a kitchen 
and pantry with all modern appli- 
ances; library, dressing rooms, coat 
rooms, etc. The entire vestry may be 
thrown open into one large space in 
event of entertainments and the like. 

The lighting of the building will be 
especially adequate, the auditorium be 
ing lighted by 27 windows consisting 
of 12 triple, 12 double and 4 single. 
The Sunday School will have a series 
of 16 double windows. An excellent 
ventilating system will be installed, 
3 ducts and an electric fan being 
placed to draw off the used air. The 
heating will be by steam. 

Comprising the building committee 
are: Rev. William B. Ayers, chairman 
Mrs. Theodore C. Gram, Mrs. John B. 
Atkins, Herbert Tucker, George A. 
Smith, John B. Given, Sereno N. Ayres, 
C, A. Boynton, N. S. Sanford and Fred 
M. Torrey. 

The church has a most promising 
future as it is in an active condition 
and in the midst of a section that is 
rapidly growing. Last Sunday was 
the first anniversary of the initlal 
communion service under the present 
pastorate of Rev. William B. Ayes. In 
that year 85 adults, nearly half of 
whom are men, have been added to the 
membership, while the Sunday School 
has been increased by 150. A live 
Men's club has also been organized

The children of the planter were ed- 
ucated in accordance with the some- 
what lofty ideas of their English an- 
cestors who lost their cause at Naseby 
some two centuries before. The young 


men lived an out of door life and) 


mostly In the saddle. The young wo- 
men’s duties consisted largely in visit- 
ing the negroes on the plantation and 
ministering to their wants. There 
was no actual work done except by the 
negroes, and they were not overwork- 
ed. The plantation snpported every 
one on it and was administered usual- 
ly with justice to all. 

I saw the end of this system not as 


‘a part of it, but as a participator in 


the military struggle by which It fell. 
The plantation on which the incidents 
narrated in this story occurred is now 
divided into thirty parts. Even the 


| beautiful grounds in which the manor 


house stood and still stands. slowly 
rotting away, are covered with potato 
vines.. and the immense trees that 
shaded the roof from the hot southern 


‘sun have been cut down for firewood. 


One afternoon—it was in 1862—I car- 
ried from a battlefield to this manor 
house a brother officer who had been 
wounded. It was then as It always had 
been, but was not to be in future. 
Two soldiers carried the wounded man 
on a stretcher through an avenue of 
trees to the front veranda and set 


down the stretcher, while I stalked in- , 


side. A quadroon house servant re- 
cefved me. I asked for the owner of 
the premises. 

“What is it, Clarice?” 

The voice came from a person on the 
second story and seemed to roll melo- 
diously down the great winding statr- 
case. When I first heard the opening 
strains of “Annie Laurie’ I fell in love 
with the song, and when I heard these 
words, “What is it, Clarice?” 1 fell in 
love with the unseen voice. 

“I have brought a young officer,” I 
sald, “from the fight going on over the 
river. He is badly wonnded. Can you 
not find it {n your heart to take him 
in? He would die if left on the field.” 

As I spoke a girl of twenty. perhaps, 
cume down the staircase. Alas! she 
was the Inst of a long line of refined 
dames who had passed up and down 
that same staircase, built In England a 
hundred and fifty years before. Wer 
complexion was that olive white nixed 
with vermilion which was often to be 
found among these highborn women 
of the routh. She cast a quick glance 
at the imp form, the pale face lying 
on the stretcher, and her features were 
transfigured to express profound pity. 

“This way,” she said and, turning, 
opened a door that led to a chamber 
on the ground floor. We followed. I 
ordered the men to set down the 
stretcher, and one of them assisted me 
to lift the wounded man on to the bed. 


' Then, telling the invalid that I would 


be back as soon as possible, I left him. 


| We were members of the same staff, 


and I went at once to our general and 
reported what I had done. He directed 
me to find a surgeon {ff possible and 


| take him with me to Kirkwoo@—my 


wounded comrade—and remain with 
him until he was out of danger or 
dead. I reminded the general that it 
would not do to ask a surgeon to go to 
one from so many who needed him, 
and he said he would serid me one as 
soon as he could be spared. 

It was a week before we could 
form any opinion as to Kirkwood's 
recovery. During that time my gen- 
eral’s headquarters were not far from 
the Rutledge manor house where Kirk- 
wood lay, and I was with the invalid 
a good deal of the time. My presence 


there was really unnecessary, for the , 


women of the family—the men were 
all in the Confederate army—could not 
have taken better care of a son or a 
brother.

The most natural thing in the world 
for a lover is to try to make a hero 
of himself. Virginia was full of mili- 
tary heroes, and as such I was merely 
one of thousands. I resolved to do 
what I could to show my courage by 
sleeping in the haunted room. Miss 
Rutledge begged me not to try it since 
the last person who did was thrown 
into a fever which, being followed by 
other symptoms, finally carried hiim off. 

I was resolute, because in the first 
place I believed haunted chambers 
to be a myth, end in the second 
if anything marvelous did occur it 
would give me the desired opportunity 
to show my pluck. The evening be- 
fore Kirkwood was moved I sent word 
to the general that if 1 could be spared 
‘from headquarters 1 would stay all 
‘night at the plantation with Kirkwood. 
He sent back an order for me to re- 
main. 

I pledged Miss Rutledge to say noth- 
‘ing about my intention to sleep in the 
‘haunted chamber, hoping {n this way 
to head off any one who might be dis- 
posed to play ghost. She prepared the 
room herself for my occupancy, I keep- 
ing watch that no one should see her 
doing so. I waited till a late hour be- 
fore going to bed, when not a person 
besides myself and Miss Rutledge, ex- 
eept in the invalid’s chamber, was 
stirring. Then I went to the room I 
‘had cecupied whenever I had remain- 
,ed for the night and, removing my 
boots, stole in the dark to the haunted 
chamber. 

That my presence there might not be 
betrayed I took off my clothes in the 
dark. Feeling sure that the parts of 
ghosts are always played by persons In 
_the flesh and that no one on this side 
of the dead line knew that the room 
was occupied, I went to sleep within a 
reasonable time. 


I awoke with a start. At the other 


end of the room I saw a glimmering 
such as appears in the east at the first 
faint dawn. I watched it and soon 
saw that it was increasing. both 
spreading and growing in intensity. 
It grew till that end of the chamber 
was illuminated, or, rather, it seemed 
that there was no end to the chamber, 
but a misty, {11 defined space. Then I 
saw in this space the bed in which I 
lay and asleep in it a figure. A door 
opened, and n man dressed in the cos- 
tume in vogue at the end of the elght- 
eenth century stole stealthily toward 
the bed. Reaching ft, quick as a flash 
he buried a knife in the sleeper'’s bos- 
om. Then all was dart again. 

I felt all the horror one experiences 
in seeing a murder In cold blood. For 
more than a year I had seen men 
killed continually, sometimes thousands 
at a time, but that was under the ex- 
hilaration of battle. The vision, or 
whatever It was, left me all of a trem- 
ble. There being no further use for 
concealment, I lighted a candle that 
stood on a small table beside my bed. 
I would have given half my fortune— 
I was rich—to leave that bedroom, but 
my love for Lillian Rutledge was 
greater than my fear.

I failed to add that it was the hard- 
est pull on my courage I had yet met 
with.

| Boston, March 9.—During the in-

It is said that much of this graft 
was carried on with the collusion of 
city officials. When the facts are laid 
before the grand jury, 
week, it is expected that there will be 
a number of new indictments and sev- 
eral more arrests. This was the 
scheme that it is said was carried out 
to loot the city treasury: 

A man would get a contract from the 
city. Then he would order material 
in addition to that needed in carrying 
out che contract and have it charged 
to the city on ancther bill. In many 
cases, it is charged, with the collu- 
sion of city employes, the city would 
pay for the additional material and 
the contractor would dispose of it and 
put the proceeds in his pocket. 

Experts working under the direc- 
tion of the police are going over the 
books and lcoking up contracts, and 
it is said that there is great uneasiness 
in certain circles because of what may 
be dug up. 

The finance commission, it 1s stat- 
ed, has laid certain facts before the 
police which will aid them materially 
in the investigation which they have 
begun. In the former investigations

Washington, March 10.—President 
| qaft has assured Mr. De la Barra, the 
| Wlexican ambassador to the United 
‘States, that the statement issued in 
| Mexico City through the American em- 
|bassy accurately presented the atti- 
‘tude of this government in sending 
/20,000 troops into Texas. He told 
De la Barra that troops were there for 
maneuvers, and that there was noth- 
ing in the movement that should ex- 
cite alarm or unusual interest. 

In spite of President Taft's declara- 
tion that there is nothing to excite un- 
usual interest in the mobilization of 
‘our army and navy forces in close 
| proximity to Mexico, all the prepa- 
lrations made point to the possibility 
;0f active service on the part of our 
‘troops. 

They are supplied with ball cartridg- 

es, contrary to the invariable rule for 
peaceful maneuvers, and, moreover, 
the president, if there is nothing back 
of what he asserts, will be called 
strictly to account by the extra ses- 
sion of congress, soon to meet, a 
congress which would be only too glad 
;to scrutinize the motives for spending 
‘the million or two of dollars which 
the maneuvers will cost. 

The reports of the death or illness 
of President Diaz have now been effec- 
| tually disposed of, and another reason 
| than this must be sought for the action 
of the United States. Meantime the 
orders of the war and navy depart- 
‘ments for the mobilization are being 
rapidly and smoothly executed. 
| Innumerable telegrams are being 
received by General Leonard Wood, 
chief of staff of the army, reporting 
that all is going well. The staff offi- 
‘cers, having set the machinery into 
|motion, are enjoying a respite. The 
telegraphic advices indicate that all 
{of the men ordered out are now moy- 
ing rapidly southward with ample 
commissary and ammunition supplies. 

The vessels of the armored cruiser 
| division of the Atlantic fleet are ready 

at New York, and only waiting for 
the orders of the secretary of the 
navy. Already the first detachment 
of marines, 700 strong, are on the way 
from Philadelphia to Guantanamo. 
Another of equal strength will be 
| ready to go today. The Pacific fleet, 
too, is preparing for action.

'States army and a formidable portion 
of the navy along the Mexican frontier 
and in the waters adjacent to the ends 
jof the international boundary {s gradu- 
jally leaking out in Washington.

BLOCKING REBELS IN MEXICO 


‘Close Watch Belng Kept on Border— 

Supplies and Arms From This 
Country to Be Cut Off—Many Mexi- 
cans Arrested In Arizona For Vio- 
lation of Neutrality Laws—Japan 
Denies Arrangement With Mexico 


Washington, March 11.—Although 
the United States government ex- 
‘pressly refrains from any mention of 
the necessity of intervention in its 
announcement of its reasons for 
mobilizing our army and navy forces 
along the Mexican border, there is no 
doupt that preparations have been 
made for this eventually. 

There is a widespread feeling in 
well-informed circles that interven- 
tion not only is coming, but coming 
soon, despite the emphatic statements 
on the part of Mexican government 
officials that the Diaz regime is able 
to cope with any situation which may 
arise. 

Meanwhile the first step in the ad- 
ministration policy of enforcing abso- 
lutely the neutrality laws in an effort 
to block the Mexican rebels has al- 
ready been taken. At Dougas, Ariz., 
United States troops have arrested 
150 Mexicans alleged to have been on 
their way to join the insurgent force 
‘now threatening Agua Prieta. The 
action is directly in Ine with the 
semi-official explanation given for the 
mobilization of our army and navy 
{forces on the Mexican border. 

In brief, the United States intends 
to lend its aid in restoring order in 
Mexico by effectively shutting off the 
supply of arms and ammunition from 
this country which make outbreaks in 
the southern republic possible. 
Furthermore, this country will be in 
a position to intervene in Mexico in- 
stantly in case of the breaking out of 
a widespread revolt such as would 
very likely occur upon the death of 
Diaz. 

As the troops gather at San An- 
\tonio, reports continue to come in of 
irisings in various parts of Mexico, 
one from as far south as Yucatan, 
where the rebels are making tempo- 
rary headway. It is expected that by 
Sunday, at the latest, the American 
troops will all be in camp in Texas. 
With them will be, later on, militia 
cfficers from nearly if not all of the 
states, invited, at the expense of the 
war department, to view the maneu- 
vers. 

The medical preparations made are 
designed to secure the health of 
‘troops, while the hospital ship Solace 
|Is to care for the bluejackets. Three 
of the cruiser division of the Atlantic 
fleet have already sailed, and the 
fourth vessel, now at Portsmouth, is 
expected to leave for the south early 
next week. 

The most significant feature of the 
developments here is perhaps the gen- 
|eral satisfaction in diplomatic circles 
;over the manner in which the United 
States proposes to deal with the situa- 
tion. Beneficial effects for all foreign 
Interests in Mexico are looked for, and 
|the sincerity of President Taft in 
|wishing only peace and order is un- 
questioned. Some of the diplomats 
{are saying that their governments 
would welcome it if the United States 
had taken this action long before. 
| General opinion 1s that the arrival 
|of the American troops will sound 
|the death knell to the Mexican revolu- 
ton. Cutting off their sources of sup- 
| ply and their co-operation with their 
| 5upporters on American territory will, 
jt is belleved, bring abont rapid pa- 
cification of the troubled zone. 

Mr. De la Barra, the Mexican am- 

bassador, issued a statement calculat- 
‘ed to offset reports that American 
|troops were to invade Mexico or that 
his government had asked that this 
!be done. He said: 
“The constitution of Mexico forbids 
| the government officials, whoever they 
|be, to permit foreign troops entering 
Mexican territory without the con- 
sent of the senate. My government, 
patriotic and strong, has never and 
(never will entertain such an idea or 
) thought.” 

An interesting contribution to the 
| fituation as it stands is the official dis- 
tlaimers of Japan that it has no ar- 
tangement with the Diaz government 
| ®f any nature whatsoever, but relat- 
ing in particular to the report that it 
| had secured Magdalena bay for a coal- 
ing station. Speaking for Japan, Am- 
| bassador Uchida declared that not only 
{was there no truth in the rumor, but 
that Japan had made no effort to se- 
| rure such a station at any point on the 
| Mexican coast. 
| Germany comes forward with a 
| Statement to the effect that she has 
| not asked, nor does she intend to ask, 
Any action on our part, but leaves it 
|to be understood that she is perfectly 
| content.

SAYS NEWTON 


Unanimously Opposed to Scheme. 
of Chamber of Commerce 


The Board of Aldermen of Newton 
are unanimous against the “Real Bos- 


ton” movement. The following report 


was unanimously made by a sub com-! 


mittee and was adopted Saturday 
night: 

“That the ‘Real Boston’ project ori- 
ginated within and is being promoted, 
by the Chamber of Commerce. 

“That is was not asked for and is not 
being promoted by the forty cities and 
towns interested. 

“That the underlying aim is to se- 
cure a larger statistical rating for Bos- 
ton, but the mere adding of area will 
naturally lead other large cities to the 
same course and thus make no ap- 
preciable change Other than to create 
confusion in census figures. 

“That in preparing statistics, sub- 
urban localities and their relation to 
the main cities should be considered, 
but that this should be finally deter- 
mined by the census bureau, on a logi- 
cal and scientific basis, taking into 
consideration the conditions surround- 
ing all the large cities. And if equal 
publicity were given to the present 
figures of Industrial Boston that the 
real aim of the chamber will ‘be ac- 
complished without the need of any 
loose confederation. 

“That the metropolitan needs of this 
territory are now cared for by a series 
of permanent metropolitan boards. 

“That a political lay board of annual- 
ly shifting personnel as proposed, can- 
not be expected to care for district 
matters in a satisfactory way and that 
confusion would result. 

“That the proposed council means 
central control of matters of distinct- 
ly local government. 

“That 15 per cent. of the population 
will have 70 per cent. of the entire vote 
of the council. 

“That Industrial Boston, under the 
present system of local government, 
has grown more commercially in the 
last decade than any other industrial 
district, save one, in the United States. 

“That hasty legislation of any sort 
is to be avoided.”

A curious state of affairs has existed 
in the educational world of Russia 
since the new year. Lectures have 
had to be abandofted in all the classes 
of the universities of St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Kiev, Warsaw, Kharkov and 
even in faroff Tomsk, in Siberia. Over 
120 professional chairs are vacant 
through resignations or dismissals. 

Dr. Manneloif, the rector of Moscow 
university; Dr. Mensbier, the vice rec- 
ior and Professor Minakoff, dean of 
the law faculty, who resigned their 
posts, have been deprived of their 
status as professors. Over 1,000 stu- 
dents are in jail awaiting trial for 
breaches of the peace of varying de 
grees of seriousness. 

it announced officially that 398 stu- 
dents of St. Petersburg university have 

en expelled. ‘That precludes their 
udmission into any other university | 
and practically bars them from any 
career in any learned profession. The 
whole situation is described as the 
tragedy of higher education. 

Tbe area of dispute between stu- 
deuts, professors and the government 
covers very wide ground. Fundamen- 
tally the issue is really a trial of 
strength between the party of academ- 
ic education as championed by the 
government and the liberal professors, 
backed by the bulk of the students. 


Political Subjects Forbidden. 

Minister of Education Kasso says 
that he will see to it that professors 
and students alike contine themselves 
when inside the universities stricUy to 
their scientific and classical studies 
and that no time or accommodation 
shall be given for meetings on pub 
lic questions within the university 
walls.

Age of Reform In Many Ways 
Had Begun In Germany, Italy, 
Russia and England, Al- 
ready Threatening 
Napoleon lil. 


By JAMES A. EDGERTON, 

HE first inauguration of Abra- 
ham Lincoln as president oc- 
curred fifty years ago the 4th 
of March. We have had ten 


presidents since and not a Lincoln in| 


the lot. 
Fifty years ago there was not as 
much happening as now, or at least 


there was not the same revealing light | 
of publicity on it, which made it seem | 


less. The cable did not then suck 


| Europe dry of the previous day’s news | 
and leave it on our front porches the 


next morning. Instead we had to wait 
two weeks or longer to find out what | 
France, Germany or England was do- 
ing or thinking about. As for Asia, 
it was practically out of the reckon- 
ing, while Australia did not count at 
all, and Africa was known only as a 
big and vague darkness out of which 
slaves had originally come. 

On March 8, 1861, the very day be 
fore Lincoln began his term, the czar 
of Russia, Alexander II., emancipated 
the serfs throughout his empire. The 
event, which would almost seem pro- 
phetic of what was to happen so soon 
in our own land, was not known in 
America until weeks later. 


On Feb. 26, or six days before Lin- 
coln’s inauguration, Victor Emmanuel | 


was crowned king of united Italy, suc- 
ceeding a long struggle by Garibaldi 
and others to that end. The new Ital- 
fan parliament, with Cavour as Its 
dominant spirit, was then but getting 
under way, practically its first act be- 
ing the elevation of the king. 


Many Reform Struggles Then. 


It is somewhat significant that the 
struggle for union, reform and consti- 


tutsonal government in several Euro- | 


pean countries was practically con- 
temporaneous with our own civil war. 

Two morths before Lincoln went 
into office William I., who was after- 
ward to become the first emperor of 
united Germany, was crowned king of 
Prussia. Bismarck was then minister 
to Russia, 


and it was not till nearly | 


two years luter that he was placed et! 


the head of Prussian affairs and be 
gun his “blood and tron” policy of 


forming the north German confedera- 


tion and whipping Austria. 

As for the remainder of Europe, it 
was for the most part quiet. France 
was in the middle of the sacond 


empire under Napoleon the Little, and | 


England was talking about reforms, 
but not working at them very much. 
The sunrise over the new Italy was 
still clouded by threats of Interference 
from Austria and by the fact that Na- 


poleon’s soldiers were stationed in | 


Rome and kept the Italian king and 
parliament out of the capital. 


Now note how poetic justice some- | 


times works out in history. King Wil- 
liam and Bismarck were seeking the 
same sort of union in Germany as 
had alrendy been achieved among the 
Italian states. A working alliance be- 
tween the two was made. By a smash- 
ing victory over the Austrians the Ger- 
mans not only put that country out of 
their own way, but made her impo- 
tent to hurt Italy. Then Germany 
pricked the inflated bubble of Napoleon 
the Little and by winning the Franco- 
Prussian war accomplished three tri- 
umphs for progress and liberty. 

Virst.—She completed her own work 
of uniting Germany. 

Second.—She forced Napoleon to with- 
draw his soldiers from Rome and thus 
made it possible for Victor Emmanuel 
and the Italian parliament to carry out 
their cherished purpose of moving into 
the Eternal City. 

Third.—She ended the Napoleonic 
fetish in France, with the immediate

Culmination Was Slower. 


All of this culminated after our own 
civil war, however, and is mentioned 
here only because the beginnings of 
this European transformation coincid- 
ed in a general way with the start of 
our Own great struggle for liberty and 
union. Reform also murched forward 
in England. It was in 1867 that the 
second reform bill was adopted. 

In America on March 4, 1861, the 
Impending conflict overshadowed all 
else. Six states had already left the 
Union and others were on the eve 
of doing so. - Jefferson Davis had been 
elected president of the Confederate 
States of America and had been in- 
augurated at Montgomery on Feb. 18. 
People In both sections, while not yet 
expecting actual war or at least war 
of such magnitude as afterward oc- 
turred, were profoundly disquieted. 
Small wonder that the newspapers of 
that day contained little news gxcept 
3uch as related to the coming strug- 
zie. 

The population of 1860 was a trifle 
nore than 31,000,000 and was mostly 
yn the farms. The movement city- 
ward had scarcely yet started. New 
York, the largest city, was under 
1,000,000, as Brooklyn was then a sep- 
arate municipality. Chicago was far

We was taking a solemn oath to pre- 
serve the Union, yet diviston had al- 
ready appeared. 

Lincoln Anticipated War. 

The only thing left was an appeal to 
force. He kuew this and yet in the 
precarious situation In which he found 
bimself went about his work with a 
diplomacy and caution that have elic- 
ited the warm admiration of historians. 
Out of all the chaos he had the su- 
preme task of organizing order and 
victory. The manner in which he suc- 
ceeded {s one of the triumphs of pa- 
tient and farseeing statesmanship. 

The first Lincoln inauguration 
took the largest crowd to Washing- 
ton that had yet been seen at a like 
occasion, likewise the largest number 
of soldiers. Nor were the troops used 
for dress parade. They patrolled Penn- 
sylvania uvenue and other streets, 
were stutioned about and In the capi 
tol, and a squad was concealed under 
the temporary wooden platform from 
which the new president delivered his 
Inaugural address. There were pickets 
cuarding the wooden tunnel that led to 
the capitol, sharpshooters on the roofs 
of the houses and a squad of flying 
artillery with General Scott in a side 
street. There hed been numerous

Fifty years hence will our children 
look back on an equal or greater prog 
ress? Will our day seem us strange to 
them as Lincoln's does to us’ Are 
we about to go through a new crisis 
whieh will bring forth another like 
him to pilot the old ship through the 
storm to u yet fairer harbor? How- 
ever these things may be, we can be 
certain of one thing—that Abraham 
Lincoln’s memory will grow yet more

OF GRANITE 


Is Seriously Delaved by Facil- 
ties at Freight Yard 


The granite manufacturers are 
kicking vigorously over the facilities 
at the Quincy Adams _ station for 
handling granite. The service at this 
station has long been the cause of 
complaint. When the 20-ton power 
crane was erected however it was 
thought that a remedy had been found. 
On the contrary, however, conditions 
are fully as bad now as they were be- 
fore this crane was put in operation. 

It is no uncommon occurence even 
at this season to see half a dozen or 
more heavily loaded stone teams wait- 
ing in the freight yard waiting for 
their turn to be unloaded ‘by the 
crane. While the crane works fairly 
quickly the process of unloading is 
slow, and it not unfrequently happens 
that teams are held there several 
hours waiting for their turn. 

The result has been just what was 
expected. That is, the teamsters have 
notified the manufacturers, that canse 
to the many delays caused at the 
Quiney Adams station, they have been 
obliged to advance their price fifty 
cents a load. This of course comes 
upon the shipper and takes just so 
much from the small margin of profit 
that they now make on monumental 
work. 

On the other hand the teamsters 
{cannot be blamed much for their time 
is valuable, and the cost is going on 
just the same during the hours they 
are waiting their turn at the crane.

Railroad Now Asks City to Stand 
| Expense in Lynn 


A long conference regarding the 
proposed depression of the tracks of 
the Boston & Maine in the city of 
Lynn was held at railroad offices at 
North station Tuesday afternoon, says 
the Herald, between President Charles 
S. Mellen and Vice-President T. E. 
Byrnes of the company and Mayor W. 
P. Connery and a number of men 
representing the citizens’ committee 
of Lynn. No definite action was taken. 

At the conference President Mellen 
asked who should pay for the elevat- 
ed structure already erected and its 


removal, in case depression is grant- 
ed. The committee thought the city of 
Lynn should stand half the cost. 
President Mellen thought the city 
should stand all the cost, inasmuch as 
it should have (jecided on depression 
| before the elevated structure was be- 
}gun. It was estimated that it would 
cost $150,000 to pull down the sec- 
tion of elevated tracks already built 

President Mellen suggested that the 


city pay for the structure already} 


built and the cost of tearing it down, 
and the company would then credit 
the city with $100,000—the cost of the 
proposed new street—anqd give the 
city the salvage from the destruction 
of the elevated structure. Mayor Con- 
nery said the matter would have to go 
before the city council.

HUB DEALERS 
ARE HARD HIT 


“All Foodstutfs Must Hereafter 
Be Kept Under Cover 


ANT-GERM ORDER IN EFFECT 


Two Weeks’ Leeway Given Meat, Fish 


and Prodice Dealers, Bakers and 


Pediers to Make Such Changes as 
Are Necessary to Comply With Law 
—Outer Clothing of All Sellers Must 
Be Clean 


Boston, March 15.—Boston’s board 


of health issued a new “anti-germ” 
| order that it proposes to enforce at 

onee, and which it is figured will 
‘revolutionize some of the 
; methods of exposing foodstuffs for 

sale in this city. 

It will also to a large extent revo- 
lutionize the methods largely in vogue 
at present in handling and transport- 
ing many foodstuffs froin place to 
place in this city. 

The order is a modification of an 
old order issued last year but never 
enforced, and over which many of the 

| prominent meat, fruit and produce 
| dealers of this city were wrought up. 

It provides that meats, fish, ber- 
; rles, cut fruits, candies or bakers’ 
| products, ete., shal] not be conveyed 
; from place to place or kept in open 
| Windows, outgide of stores, in door- 
| Ways, ete., unless covered or placed 
so as to be protected from dust, flies, 
; animals and all other coptaminating | 
influences. 

This will do away with the practice 
of dealers in such articles of keeping 

| their wares in the open uncovered and 
| will particularly hit the market dis- 
| trict. 
It was anrounced by the health 
| board that the board would give the 
| dealers in the market district the 
| privilege of continuing to sell their 
goods without compelling the latter to 
put the same under cover, on Satur- 
day afternoons and nights for the next 
two weeks. 

This, the board said, would give 
the dealers ample time to prepare for 
the enforcement of the order after that 
date. 

The announcement of the adoption 
by the board of the new regulation 
was made yesterday afternoon after a 
hearing which the board gave a com- 
mittee from the Fruit and Produce 

| Exchange. This committee stated 
| that the order would prove a hardship 
to the fruit and produce men, but the 
| board would not recede from its stand 
other than to except from the order 
| all fruits which have a natural cover- 
ing that does not come in contact with 
the mouth. 

This order, in addition to providing 
| for the covering of the foodstuffs out-! 
| side of stores, applies to 
|earts. It also compels pedlers to 
| carry receptacles for waste on their 
| teams. 
| In addition, it provides that the 
outer clothing of all persons handling 
| foodstuffs must be clean and that the 
persons must be free from,.contagious 
or ‘afectious discases.

Our Troops Are Likely to Remain! 


For Months—No Modifications or 
Changes In Original Plans—Miitia 
Officers Eager to Serve on Border— 
Naval Orders Unchanged 
Washington, March 15.—Despite 
the attempts of the Mexican govern- 


ment to minimize the disturbances in 
Chihuahua, in the north, conditions 


there lead to the belief that the rebels 


control nearly the entire state. 

If the reports coming by way of El 
Paso are to be trusted, the federal 
forces in the district are bottled up in 
various towns, the chief forces being 


in Juarez, right across the line from | 


je! Paso and Chihuahua, the capital. 

By tearing up the railways and de- 
stroying the bridges, the insurgents 
huve virtually isolated the federal 
forces at Chihuahua, and so close 
are the lines of investment drawn that 
all food supplies have been shut out 
of the city. Throughout the rest of 
the state the rebels are wandering, 
Virtually unchecked. 

Conditions, therefore, would seem 


to warrant the deduction that Presi- | 


dent Taft made no mistake when he 
ordered the mobilization in Texas, 


where our forces could, if necessary, | 
make an immediate move across the; 


line. 


The various army units due at San | 
Antonio are all in camp with the ex- 


ception of two cuvalry regiments, and 
the failure of these to arrive must be 
laid to the railroads. 

This is apparent in an interview 
with General Wood, who says that 
the mobilization has been successful in 
every respect. Had the railroads had 
notice, he says, the concentration 
could have begun within two hours of 
the time the order was received. 

“We have made no modifications or 
Changes in our plans on which we 
Started out,” said Wood. “We shall 
maintain at San Antonio a force of 
almost 20,000 troops. They will be 
here for months. The senior officers 
will be changed probably every three 
months, to give all officers with high 
rank experience with large bodies of 
men. Some of them never have been 


in command of a large foree, and this | 
mobilization will give opportunity for 


service to many who would not have 
{t otherwise. 

“Up to this time 1910 militia officers 
These 
represent all but twelve states in the 
union. When the remaining twelve 
siates are heard from, we shall make 
our assignments. These officers will 
be sent out in batches of 156 each, or 
12 toa regiment. These detachments 
will be composed of 108 infantry of- 
ficers,56 cavalry and 12 field artillery. 
{n addition there will be the commis- 
saries and other staff troops. 

“Kach detachment will serve two 
weeks, going about with the command 
to which they are assigned and study- 
ing the actual field operations of the 
officers and troops of the regular army. 
The federal troops will not be dis- 
bursed, but will remain about San An- 
tonio.” 

Among the army men at San An- 
tonio there is a general feeling that 
they will see real service, in spite of 
General Carter's reiteration that ma-

P. D. Ed- 
wards, United States consul at 
Juarez, reported: 

“After a thorough investigation 1 
found that Lawrence Converse and 
Edwin Blatt were kidnapped by Mexi- 
can authorities on American soil at 
leust 500 feet from the boundary.” 

Under the present circumstances, 
the settlement of this question is 
likely to prove {frritating. It 1s an in- 
dication, moreover, that America is 
determined to protect the Hives and 
property of her citizens in Mexico. 

In the face of the official denials that 
more American forces were to be sent 


'to the border, orders have been issued 


increasing the patrol by several troops 
of cavalry, at the request of General 
Duncan. This is taken to mean that 


|the Washington officfals themselves 


are none too sure of their ground. 

The serious intimation that Mexi- 
cans, both rebels and federals, would 
draw together in their opposition to 
Intervention by the United States is 
given by tne representatives of both 
parties in the United States. Should 
this state of affairs come about the 


great American field of industry in 
Mexico might be restricted for years 
to come. 


In his article on the Mexican situa- 
tion in the current Independent, Am- 
bassador De La Barra gives a hint of 
this feeliug, while the revolutionary 
egent, Gomez, comes out flat-footed 
with the statement that in case of in- 
tervention the insurrection would 
cease and the insurgents would join 
hands with the government in repel- 
ling the invaders. 

Meanwhile the fighting in Chihua- 
hua continues. The reports with re- 
gard to the serious situation of the 
capital city persist, and it is further 
asserted that the revolution is spread- 
ing, and that large additions of armed 
forces to the rebels may be expected 
at any time. What effect such a con- 
dition will have on the movements of 


our troops cannot be stated at this’ 


time. 

The opinion held by some in Wash- 
ington is that President Taft, through 
secret reports from Mexico, became 
convinced that foreigners, and par- 
ticularly Americans, were not secure, 
and that this was one motive for the 
mobilization of our troops. 

A new view of our military move- 
ment is put forward by ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Bonaparte, who believes 
it is designed to show the American 
people the weakness of their military 
forcecs.

At the present time there are three 
ielasses of people examining eyes, 
{namely: the Oculist, the Optometrist, 
‘and the Optician. An Oculist is an 
eye surgeon, a medical man skilled in 
eye diseases. The Optometrist is a 
man versed in refraction and compe- 
tent to prescribe glasses. He does not 
treat diseases, simply diagnoses them, 
{and refers to a physician for medical 
treatment. The true province of the 
Optician is to make the glasses pre- 
scribed by the Oculist or Optometrist, 
although in many cases the Optome- 
trist fills his own prescriptions. The 
fitting of glasses to correct optical de- 
fects in the human eye is a question of 
physics hearing no relation whatever 
lto medicine. A lense simply treats 
light before entering the eye, a purely 
external and physical process. To ob- 
ain proper vision rays of light enter- 
ia the human eye must focus upon 
he Retina. If through any optical de- 
fect or defects such is not the case, 
proper fitting glasses bend the rays to 
fall upon the Retina. Contrary to 
general knowledge a medical course 
does not in any way embrace the 
science of fitting glasses indeed in a 
four year’s medical course in many of 
our best schools only thirty-two hours 


in the entire four years is spent upon’ 


the eye. Yet, if a graduate of medi- 
cine sees fit to prescribe glasses he 
may do so without any more’ knowl- 
edge of the subject than an itinerant 
yender, and under the cloak of his “M.

‘found by a schoolboy, floating in the 
| Charles river not far from the Cam- 
bridge end of the Harvard bridge, | 
which connects this city with Boston. 

With the discovery of the girl's | 
body a mystery that has rivalled that | 
of the disapeparance of Dorothy Ar- | 
nold, the New York girl, has been | 
almost wholly solved. 

How long the body had been in the | 
water the medical examiners, who 
performed an autopsy last night, were 
unable to state definitely. Whether it! 
had been frozen in the river ice for} 
two months or whether it had been in | 
the water but three or four days, they | 
could not determine. Why she lett | 
home, where she went subsequently, | 
and how long she has been dead are 
yet matters to be ascertained, but it) 
is believed that she committed sui- | 
cide on the day she disappeared. | 

According to Medical Examiner | 
Swan, who, with Medical Examiner | 
Durrell, performed the autopsy, de ath | 
was by drowning. “There were no 
marks on the body,” said Swan, “and 
all the organs were in a normal con- | 
dition.” | 

Florence E. Whittier disappeared on | 
| Jan. 18 last, and despite the fact ee 
her description was sent broadcast, no | 
trace of her was discovered until her | 
body was seen floating in the water. | 

Letters poured in to the Whittier | 
family at Ipswich from all parts of the | 
country, some containing what pur- 
ported to be clues, and others offering 
to disclose her whereabouts for speci- | 
fied amounts. 

The girl, who was 19 years of age, 
was a daughter of Maynard Whittier, | 
a retired merchant of Ispwich, and 
at the time of her disappearance was 
attending the Bryant & Stratton busi-| ~ 
ness college In Boston. Her family is | 
connected with that of the poet Whit- 
tier. 

On the day on which she was last 
seen she leit the business college! 
shortly after 2 o’clock, presumably to| 
f0 home. She was uever seen ae 
again.

It is the purpose of the United 
States government to allow the Diaz 
government full opportunity to exert 
its authority throughout Mexico to re- 


| store order, but it is an open secret 
' in Washington that if conditions con- 


tinue as they are now decisive meas- 
ures may be thought necessary to pre- 
vent immense loss to property . and 
fe. 

The widespread nature of the un- 


| rest which fills Mexico may be gauged 


from the various points wherein bands 
of rebels are operating. The move- 
ment is strongest in the north. 
Chihuahua may be said to be con- 
trolled by the insurgents, while Coa- 
buila to the east, and Sonora to the 
west, are scenes of great rebel ac- 
tivities. 

Still farther west is lower Califor- 


| nia, where the independent Soclalist- 


republic “army” is operating. Dts- 
patches also mention action by insur- 
rectos at Zacatecas, halfway down to 
Guerrero on the Pacific 
cocast, lying to the south of the capi- 
tal, and Yucatan, at the opposite end 
of the republic from Chihuahua. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
trouble spreads from one end of Mexi- 
co to the other and this state of af- 
fairs doubtless accounts for the un- 
willingness of the Mexican govern- 
ment to send the bulk of its troops to 


| the extreme north. 


There seems to be little prospect 


{that the Mexican forces now in the 
| northern states will suffice to subdue 


the revolt, so that a prolonged contest 
can hardly be avoided. This means 
that our troops will make a long stay 
on the border. 

The reports of the serious situation 
{in which the city of Chihuahua finds 
itself are borne out in a report to the 
American board of commissioners for 
foreign mission, which says that com- 
munications have been cut off since 
March 1, and that since that date no 
train has entered or left the city. It 
is further said that rioting is feared. 

Some intimations are given that 
President Diaz is making tentative ad- 
vances to his rebellious people. This 
is to be inferred from the report from 
the City of Mexico that the president 
is planning to divide some of the huge 
men among 
the common people. 

Senor Limantour’s admission that 
Mexico has asked an explanation of 
our mobilization is regarded as show- 
ing that Mexico was considerably 
roused, more so than was at first be- 


| lieved. 


A boundary dispute over the terri- 
tory where the Americans, Blatt and 
Converse, now in a Mexican prison, 
were taken, may delay their release 
indefinitely.

Worcester, secretary of the inte- 
rior of the Philippine government, the 
solicitor general of the Philippines, 
and other Officials, it is plainly stated 
in the report, are beneficiaries of deals 
in the friar lands. 
| “Considering these astounding facts, 
|it is difficult to escape the conclusion 
|that the land laws of the Philippines 
are being evaded in the most shame- 
less manner,” says the report. 

“The testimony shows that the prac- 
tice obtains of selling and leasing pub- 
lic and friar lands to officials of the 
Philippine government. Practically 
all the executive members and maxy 
other government employes own tracts 
of land in Baguio, the summer capital 
of the Philippines. 

“The assistant director of public 
lands has pending an application for 
the lease of 250,000 acres of public 
lands. <A large number of corporations 
composed of government officials and 
employes have acquired public lands 
or portions of the friar estates. 

“The solicitor general of the Philip- 
pine islands,” the report further says, 
“who rendered an opinion holding that 
ithe limitations contained in section 15 
of the act of congress did not apply to 
the friar lands, is president of one of 
these concerns, and numerous other 
officials are at the head of land com- 
| panies.”

IN FRENCH TOWN’

Little Town of St. Die to Cele- 


brate Fact.

WESTERN WORLD GODMOTHER 


Learned Followers of Gutenberg Hon- | 
ored Amerigo Vespucci In 1507 by | 


Using His Name as Title For Recent- 
ly Discovered Continent For First 
Time In History of Earth. 


The little town of St. Die, in the 
Vosges department of France, is pre- 
paring to celebrate the fact that in a 
book printed there the name Amer- 


fea was first given to the western ' 


world. M. Pichon, minister of foreign 
affairs, is to preside at the celebration 
and to represent the French govern- 
ment, 

In the fifteenth century there ex- 
isted at St. Die a college of learned 
canons who formed the Gymnase Vos- 
gien, which became famous and at- 
tracted many scholars to the town. 
About 1507, or some thirty-five years 
ufter the death of Gutenberg, this so- 
ciety determined to set up a printing 
machine, the first or possibly the sec- 
ond installed in the province of Lor- 
raine. 

Two learned strangers who had re- 
cently arrived in the country encour- 
aged the cunons in their undertaking, 
furnishing some of the money needed 
and supervising the work. These 
strangers were Martin Waldseemuller 
ef Fribourg-en-Brisgau, a noted geog- 
rapher, and Mathias Ringmann, born 
at Val d@Orbey, a schoolmaster from 
Strasburg, aged twenty-five. 


Lorraine Assists In Work. 

The printing shop was established 
in a house on the Place Pierre Hardie, 
now called the Place Jules Ferry. The 
Duke of Lorraine, Rene I1., looked 
with favor on the undertaking, and 
having received from Italy a descrip- 
tion in French entitled “Quatre Navi- 
gations d'Americ Vespuce” he passed 
it over to Canon Jean Basin de San- 
dancourt for translation into Latin. 

At this time Waldseemuller and 
Ringmunn were at work on a repro 
duction of Ptolemy’s treatise on geog- 
raphy, to which they were adding a 
preface entitled “Cosmographiae In- 
troductio,”” They determined to incor- 
porate the story of Amerizo Vespuect's 
voyages into this work, and Ring- 
mann, who was acting as editor, wrote 
an introduction beginning: 

“There is a fourth quarter of the 
world whieh Amerigo Vespucci has 
discovered and which for this reason 
we can enall ‘America,’ or the land of 
Americo.” . 

Further on he wrote: 

“We do not see why the name of the 
man of genius, Amerigo, who has dis- 
covered them, should pot be given to 
these lands, as Europe and Asia have 
adopted the names of women.” 


Books Bring High Prices. 

The work appeared on April 25, 1507, 
under the title “Cosmographiaze Intro- 
ductio.” It went through three edi- 
tions, and copies nowadays bring high 
prices, over $600. Something like a 
dozen are known to exist, but the li- 
brary of St. Die, though rich in rare 
black letters, does not possess a copy. 

The town ef St. Die bas often been 
recognized as the godmother of Amer- 
ica. In July, 1875, Henri Bardy, presi- 
dent of the Vosgian Philomathic § so- 
clety, was invited to the international 
congress of Americanists as the repre- 
sentative of the little town. 

In 1891 Frank Mason, now consul 
general at Paris, published a work on 
“The Baptismal Font of America,” and 
in 1892 a special hall was reserved at 
the Chicago universal exhibition for 
St. Die, where with many views of 
the town a copy of the celebrated work

| Editor of the Ledger: 

The utterance of some half truths 
land of many gross exaggerations and 
misrepresentations renders it impos- 
sible for me to allow to pass unchal- 
lenged an article in a recent issue of 
the Ledger regarding the proposed op- 
tometry bill. 

It is stated that the optometrist does 
not treat disease of the eye, but that 
\he simply diagnoses it, which function 
itself belongs solely to the medical 
| practitioner, who alone has qualified 
under the State law as the only per- 
gon competent not only to treat dis- 
ease but to diagnose it. By this state- 
ment the optometrist is in one breath 


taking to himself a medical function, 


and with the next breath disclaiming 
it. 

It is argued that the bending of a 
ray of light before it enters the eye is 
a purely physical process which is 
‘true; but this does not describe the 
entire process. What will be the ef- 
fect of this light after it has fallen 
upon the retina? A pair of spectacles 
earried in the pocket possesses iden- 
tically the same physical properties as 
the same pair of spectacles saddling 
the nose. Dare anyone deny that in 
the latter case ultra-physical effects 
are produced? Furthermore, the Mas- 
sachusetts Supreme Court holds the 
‘practice of medicine to embrace the 
use of any means whatsoever for the 
relief of human ailments. 

Being myself a teacher in diseases 
of the eye renders me competent to 
deny the accuracy of the statement 
jthat only thirty-two hours in an en- 
tire four years’ medical course is 
spent upon the eye. Does that state- 
eat take account simply of the lec- 
tures or of the lectures combined with 
the hours of study in private and the 
hours spent in observation and teach- 
ing in our large eye clinics and the 
courses in physiology and dissection? 
Does the writer further admit that a 
statement made recently before the 
Committee on Public Health, to the ef- 
fect that a large proportion of the so- 
called optometrists had not even re- 
ceived an ordinary high school edu- 
cation was allowed to pass unchal- 
lenged? Does he deny the fact that in 
spite of the length of time during 
which his pseudo-profession has been 
legally recognized in some of our wes- 
tern states, there is not even now an 
officially recognized school of optome- 
try? And yet we do have schools of 
plumbing and of embalming. 

It is impracticable to give in detail 
the bill as offered but it is to be noted 
that although the caption of the article 
is “A Good Bill” nothing is said furth- 
er than that the bill is a good bill. One 
point that should be emphasized, is the 
fact that the proposed legislation al- 
lows anyone to practice as an optome- 
trist who has been in any way con- 
nected with the optical business even 
one twenty-four hours before such 
bill takes effect. Those who pass the 
examination are given a State license 
while the others with the flimsiest re- 
strictions are registered and allowed 
to practice unmolested—this in order 
that none may fail to be cared for un- 
der the bill. 

The intent and the result are ob- 
vious: the bill aims solely to give 
State sanction to the raising of a 


trade to the dignity of a profession. | 


Why do they wish to register as op- 
tometrists and not as opticians? Is 
it that by their new  high-sounding 
name they wish to befuddle the public 
into the idea that it is not the same 
old optician? Furthermore, why 
should they demand that all the mem- 
bers of the Board of Registration be 
practicing optometrists? Does this 
not savor of a close corporation? 

: One word in regard to legislation 
already passed in other states. It is a 
noteworthy fact that a bill regulating 
this form of practiee among opticians 
was passed in Minnesota, and that the 
hame “optometry” seems to have been 
unknown to the optometrists them- 
;selves until 1904, when it was first 
suggested to them by the then presi- 
;dent of the National Association of 
Opticians, and that at the time of 
its adoption there was much argument 
over the pronunciation of the word. 
Optometry is indeed a venerable sci- 
ence! 

Inasmuch as there is upon the 
Statutes of this State sufficient law to 
cover every exigency of fraud in a so- 
called travelling optician, the main 
reason for which the proponents of 
this bill urge its passage falls to the 
ground.

FINANCIAL NEWS. 


A much better undertone has de- 
veloped on the Stock Exchange. Noth- 
ing contributed more to this improve- | 
‘ment than the worldwide ease of 
money. Loanable funds are abundant 
jeverywhere, especially at this center, 
‘and at exceptionally low rates. Some! 
slight hardening may be anticipated | 
previous to the April settlements, but | 
this will be purely temporary and low!

RIGID INQUIRY 
IS PROMISED 


Startling Charges Against n- 
Stitutions In Massachusetts | 


TREATMENT OF THE INSANE 


All Kinds of Cruelties and Inhumani- | 
ties Alleged to Have Been Prac- 


ticed—Personal Feelings of Gov- 
ernor Aroused After Conference 
With Leading Alienist—Said to 


Have Evidence of Brutality | 


Boston, March 20.—It was given’ 
out by Governor Foss that he had re- 
ceived sO many complaints of brutal 
treatment of insane patients confined 
in state institutions that he had made 
up his mind to make a thorough ig- 
vestigation of the whole matter. 

The most astounding charges have 
been made. They comprise the whole 
gamut of brutalities, including mur- 
der. Another serious charge is that 
these unfortunate wards of the state 
have been at the mercy of men of dis- 
reputable character, who, after secur- 
ing employment as keepers and cus- 
todians, have used their offices tc 
perpetrate all kinds of cruelties and 
inhumanities. 

Among the governor’s closest ad- 
visers and informants on the treat- 
ment of the insane has been Dr. L. V. 
Briggs, a leading alienist. He is the 
petitioner for a bill “To prohibit cer- 
tain forms of restraint on inmates of 
penal institutions and of patients in 
public and private hospitals or sani- 
tarilums.” 


next Wednesday, and at this hearing 
all these charges and allegations of 
brutality will be heard. 

It is known that at the conference’ 
with Briggs the governor came into 
possession of facts and details of such 
a character that he was astounded. | 

The personal feelings of the gov-! 
ernor were aroused, and it is said 
that he expressed himself as being de- 
termined to find out for himself the 
real conditions, and if they were as 
represented he announced there would 
be a cleaning out of the insane insti-! 
tutions of the state. \ 

Dr. Briggs has been investigating’ 
the conditions at the insane hospitals 
for many years. He has many insane 
patients under treatment at the pres- 
ent time, and knows by actual experi- 
ence the conditions that exist. 

It was stated at the state house that 
he has letters from sources that offer 
indisputable evidence that brutality! 
rules in some of the insane hospitals, | 
and he thinks the state board of health! 
is more responsible for existing eondi-| 
tions than the superintendents of the 
hospitals. He claims that the state 
board of health does not allow enough 
money to secure proper attendants. |

Hidalgo. As Minister Limantour 
passed through the streets to his home 
he was hailed as “The saviour of his 
country.” 

With a warning to all Mexicans that 
every day the rebellion continues the 
danger of international complications 

| increases, a plea to them to rally to 

| the support of President Diaz, and a 
declaration that the government never 
can enter into peace negotiations with 
individuals in arms, Limantour has 
begun a task of pacification. 

Limantour said the statement that 

| he was the bearer of conditions for 
the establishment of peace, placed in 
| his hands by the Maderos in New 
York, was an absurdity. He con- 
tinued: 


| declared that the government’ could 
never enter into negotiations with in- 
dividuals in arins. 

“A government should do that which 
@ reasonable public opinion demands, 
but it should not and cannot, on pain 
of extinguishing itself, accede to the 
armed pressure of a group of misguid- 
ed sons of the country. They must 
lay down their arms, if they wish to 
bring about the reforms that may be 
necessary.” 

Of the insurrection Limantour had 
nothing to add, he said, to what he 
has previously said, namely, that it 
cousututes treason. 

“It is a crime of ‘lese patria’ that 
those Mexicans who are fighting in the 
ranks of the insurrectos are commit- 
ting, because every day the danger of 


international complications increases. | 


I hope earnestly that those misguided 
citizens who have taken part in this 
movement will soon open their eyes to 
the light of reason and not remain 
longer deat to the persuasive voice of 
patriotism.”

Boston” Campaign 


“The idea indorsed by the Boston 
chamber of commerce, of a metropoli- 
tan council consisting of representa- 
tives from each city and town with 
merely advisory powers, would accom- 
plish no real good. In fact, it is an ab- 
surd proposition in view of the ser- 
iousness of the metropolitan problem. 
No body of men, vested with such in- 
finitesimal power as this idea sug- 
gests, could accomplish much that 
would be worth while.” 

The above views were expressed by 
Walter A. Webster, Esq., in the Sunday 
Globe, who advocated at length a 
“Borough System” for gaverning Met- 
ropolitan Boston. His reasons will be 
given more at length in a future is- 
sue of the Daily Ledger. 

On Monday the Boston News Bureau 
issued the following bulletin which 
will be of special interest as a Quincy 
man is appointed on the committee: 

The “Real Boston” campaign of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce has 
been placed in charge of a_ special 
committee consisting of Hugh SBan- 
croft, chairman, March G. Bennett, 
Henry L. Kineaide, Franklin W. Canse 


,and Willard Welsh. 


With the submission of the report 
accepted at the last meeting of the 
Chamber, the term of the former “Real 
Boston” committee expired. This 
committee was appointed to work out a 
plan for securing census recognition 
of “Real Boston,” and provide a means 
whereby the 40 cities and towns in the 
Metropolitan district could work  to- 
gether on matters of common interest 
without sacrificing their indivdualty 
or political independence. The new 
committee will have in charge the agi- 
tation in favor of the “Real Boston” 
measure. 

In entering upon his new duties, 
Chairman Bancroft says: 

“The simplest way to get together 
is to get together. The Chamber of 


Commerce has 4500 representative 
|men as members. Almost all of them 


live in ‘Real Boston,’ and by far the 
greater proportion in the suburbs. Of 
these men 99 44-100 are optimists, and 
believe in their neighbors and them- 
selves. They know that it is only 
lack of faith and lack of unity that 
has checked the development of our 
real city to its full measure. They 


,are satisfied that the sceptic and the 


knocker have had their innings long 
enough. 

“We need a single body representing 
the numerous parts of the real city to 
pass upon the ‘big questions of pro- 
gress that affect us all. Such a Met- 
ropolitan council as is now advocated, 
consisting of one member from each 
of the cities and towns, with advisory 
powers, was proposed as far back as 
1891. For 20 years we have been dis- 
cussing every aspect of the proposi- 
tion. We are told that nothing ought 
to be done this year because it would 
be hasty legislation!”

“If nothing is done at the senate 
{meeting my brother’s 15,000 troops 
stand ready to capture Chihuahua, | 
Hermosillo and Saltillo. 

“Under what terms would the in- | 
surrectos consent to a settlement of | 
{the present trouble?” he was asked. | 

“The only proposition my brother | 
would agree to would be the retire- | 
}ment of Diaz as president. Then a| 
new election could be held and the) 
people could choose another president. 

“We believe that a majority of the 
Mexican people are tired of Diaz and 
his policies. They want a new presi- 
dent. The insurrectos are willing to 
lay down their arms if Diaz will re-

|Mr. Taft communicated with Diaz and 
suggested that he send troops to the 
frontier. Diaz replied, requesting that 
United States troops be sent to patrol 
the border instead.

Edwin Blatt of Pittsburg and Law- 
rence Converse of Los Angeles have 
become involved in a little scrape’ 
down in Mexico. Our government asks, 
for their release, saying they were 
taken on our territory. These are but 
two of many cases where Americans 
are charged with too great interest in 
Mexican politics. Some of them will 
not be able to put up the defense that 
will probably set these two men free. 

To our citizens, most of them young 
and adventurous, who go to Southern 
countries for business and speculation, 
the revolutions seem about as serious 
as a boy’s game of leap frog. As the 
turn of the game may mean fortune or 
bankruptcy for them, they naturally 
take a hand themselves. 

As shown in Richard Harding, 
Davis's stories, many South American) 
enterprises have their departments 
for the promotion of revolutions.) 
Hundreds of Americans have lined up 
with the Mexican Insurrectos in the 
present trouble, often commanding! 
armed bands. But the play shifts 
rapidly from farce to tragedy, from de- 
tall of big business to the secret tang- 
les of diplomacy, when one gets. 
caught. 

The fact that a Central American’ 
Republic may look about as serious as_ 
a theatrical king with paste board 
crown and glass jewels, is one that our 
state department can take no cogniz- 
ance of. It must go through all the 
formal motions required by the most 
august sovereign of Europe. Red tape 
must be even more carefully unwound,' 
else sensitive diplomatic puppets of! 
the tropics will imagine slights that, 
would not be dreamed of in Europe. | 

Our citizens who meddle in tropical | 
politics can therefore expect no more | 
protection than if they played the 
game of anarchy in a European cap!-| 
tal. Wherefore they should spend 
nine hours a day in the office, play 
bridge whist evenings in the boarding 
house parlor, sleep nightly in their 
own little beds, pass out the cigars 
equally to all factions. Thus they will, 
prosper under any regime.

In 1793 Eli Whitney invented the 
Cotton Gin. What did that mean? Be- 
, fore the invention they produced one 
' pound a day and it did not seem to be 
very profitable. With this invention 
and the improvements that came, three 
hundred pounds of cotton a day were 
produced. The cotton trade grew and 
grew and it became the king of the 
south. Slavery became a necessity to 
the southern people. 

The slave people elected the presi- 
dent, made up their cabinets, con- 
trolled their legislatures, controlled 
the House of Representatives control- 
led the President and the people of the 
north. 

Today the whole thing is revolution- 
ized and the north is becoming the 
richest part of our country. 

Stephen A. Dougles of Illinois who 
brought in the Kansas-Nebraska bill 
was a northern man. The northern 
people got Douglas to introduce the 
bill which was simply that any terri- 
tory might reside by itself as a free or 
slave state as it was received into the 
Union, 

The dred Scott decision was raised 
in Kansas, and this was the beginning 
of my personal interest in slavery. 
Col. Higginson said we want to send a 
lot of men from Boston to Kansas to 
kill the bill.

in the rear of the building will give 
plenty of room for express teams and 
auto-trucks to back up to the building, 
Stand or turn around so that there 


| Will be no necessity for them to stand 


upon the highway itself. 

As to the location of such a business 
at this point it may be said in the first 
place that the word “freight,” or 
“trolley freight” which has been ap- 
plied as a designation of the business 


‘does not accurately describe its char- 


acter. “Trolley express” is a better 
term. It is really a general express 
business, no different in this respect 
than such business as carried on by 
other well organized express compan- 
jes. 

Something has been said in oppo- 


‘sition to the proposed site as to the 


congestion of the street likely to grow 
out of the establishment of this build-| 
ing at this point and citizens have) 


been given to understand that there| 


will be a continual line of cars and 
teams arriving at and departing from 
the station. That there will be any 
congestion because of the operation of 
the trolley express service here the 
company emphatically denies, basing 
this denial upon its experience {n such 
cities as Brockton, Taunton, Fal! Rtv- 
er and Providence. From the very na- 
ture of the business and the methods 
of operation there can be no conges- 
tion. 


| 
It is proposed to inaugurate the ser- 


vice with two cars in and out a day, 
these cars leaving between 6.30 and § 
in the morning and about four in the 
afternoon, one at each time. Two 
more cars will be added in and out 


when connections are made with Bos- - 


ton. Some five years ago the service 
was established between Brockton and 
Taunton with one car a day. Brock- 
ton is now connected with practically 
all the cities and towns south, east, 
and, west and sends out of the city as 
its maximum number, six cars. 

In the natural conduct of the busi- 
ness it will neither be necessary nor 
likely that cars or express teams will 
mass at this location at one time. The 
business will be spread over the busi- 
ness hours of the day, not concentrat- 
ed at any one time. It would be a re- 
markable coincidence if a variety of 
shippers should so arrange that their 
shipments should all reach the sta- 
tion at one time, or if expressmen 
should so figure as to call for consign- 
Most certainly 


cars would not be arranged to bring 
them in together. It would not be 
logical or feasible, nor in accord with 
economic and efficient handling of the 
service. 

A large part of the express business 
is the receipt at the offices of the com- 
pany of merchandise, produce aud 
bundles from the retail storekeepers 
and people who have occasion to go io 
the centre of the town, individuals in 


| many cases bringing this merchandise 


themselves in order to get a low rate 
of charge. The location on the Faxon 
property on Coddington street on the 
marsh would not be much more con- 
venient to the general public than the 
car barn property, upon which the 
company could, without authority, 
erect a station. The company, feels, 
however that it wants to make this 
service a real convenience to the citi- 
zens and not establish its offices in an

As to the mat- 
ter of obstruction or noise from the 
spur, it can be said that it is pre 
to lay vitrified brick in the street for 
a sufficient distance to take care of 
such necessary rise as there may be 
in the surface of the street occasioned 
by the laying of the track. This will 
make it practically as flat and smooth 
as a macadam road. An example of 
this work can be found at the cross- 
over on the Hingham side of the back 
river bridge in Weymouth and anyone 
who was driven over this in automo-' 
bile, or other vehicle, can testify that | 
it is perfectly smooth and causes not 
the slightest discomfort. 

In a matter of this kind which in- 
volves the best interests of the whole 
'city, the question should be viewed 
from the broad view-point of the city 
as a whole. Personal, or sectional 
preferences should not be allowed to 
cloud the vision of what is to be the 
best thing for the city and its citi- 
zens.

Law Not Complied. With 

George M. Price, chairman of an 
investigation commiitee appointed by

{ngs which he says fail to comply with 
lire regulations. 

“What was expected has happened,” 
says the statement.

zence Was enabled to construct the 
yyramids and transport the huge 
jlocks of stone used to their proper 
laces. For the most famous of the 
»yramids it took 100,000 men 20 years 
0 build, 3,200,000 blocks of immense 
yroportions being used. 

It had always been a _ source of 
vonder, said Mrs. Buckman speaking 
of the dress of ancient Egypt, how the 
vomen were able to move around in 
heir tight costumes. Last year 
yrought the explanation in the inven- 
ion of the modern hobble skirt.

Francisco I. Madero, Sr,. father of the 
insurrecto leader, upon his arrival at) 
San Antonio, declared that peace in 
Mexico is assured within thirty days 
and probably within ten days. He will 
be one of the revolutionary representa- 
lives. | 

Diplomatic exchanges have pro-| 
Madero added, to 
make it safe to state that the office of 
vice president, for the time being at 
least, and at present occupied by 
Senor Corral, whom he called obnox- 
lous, will be abolished. 

Diaz wil] save his face by remaining 
in office for just a few months and 
then resign. He will plead the weart- | 
ness of his many years. The adminis- 
tration party, it is believed by Ma- 
dero, will choose Limantour, the min- 
ister of finance, as its candidate for 
the highest office In the land. 

There is every indication at this 
moment that San Antonio will be se- | 
lected as the neutral ground upon 
which the terms of peace in Mexico 
will be concluded.

‘sentative W Thomas was 


the first speaker. As a member of the 
committee on Metropolitan Affairs, he 
spoke very strongly in favor of the 
construction of the boulevard. The 
portion between Adams _ street and 
Hancock was not as much a necessity, 
so he spoke chiefly on the extension 
of the Shore drive to Hancock street. 
The increased value of the property 


was pointed out and the need of a con- 


tinuous thoroughf 


» between Nepon- 
set and Quincy was treated very con- 
vincingly. 

Representative Langelier spoke of 
the dead end of the shore drive in the 
rear of the National Sailors’ Home, 
and the difficulties of traffic, especial- 
ly in wet weather. The fact that the 
cost would be only $240,000 where the 
appropriation called for $250,000 was 
a good argument in its favor. 

Mayor Shea stated that the property 
at the West Quincy end was greatly 
improved by the Furnace Broek park- 
way, and inasmuch as the Wollaston 
park section was building up rapidly, 
the construction of the continuous 
,boulevard would be a big asset. As it 
is, with the dead end at Fenno street, 
it is not used anywhere near as much 
as it should be, and the money ex- 
'pended is not giving the citizens its 
full value. 

Ex-Mayor Bryant spoke in favor of 
the bill ,and as a resident in the sec- 
tion of the proposed addition, spoke 
of the rapid development of the prop- 
erty along the present boulevard and 
the possibilities along Fenno street. 

Ex-President Ralph W. Hobbs, 
Councilmen Gardner and W. H. Teas- 
dale were heartily in favor of the con- 
tinuation of the Quincy Shore drive 
to Hancock street. 

G. B. Bates was the only one who 
' spoke in opposition His argument 
was that until the grade crossing 
question was settled it would be fool- 
ish to expend a lot of money with a 
possibility of its being necessary to 
reconstruct after the railroad had 
done its work.

Hamburg Steak Soup. Have lean 
beef hamburg and place on stove with 
cold water. Boil three-quarters to 
one hour only. Nice with rice and 
carrots, or rice only, also served as 
vegetable soup. Vegetables must be 
put in at once with the hamburg, as 
they will be done together. Season to 
taste. Quickly done and precisely the 
same as other soup. 


| 


Ham and Eggs Scrambdjed. One. 
level tablespoon butter, four eggs, one 
and one-half cups cold boiled chopped 
ham, dash of cayenne. Melt the but- 
ter in a frying pan. Break the eggs 
into a bowl then add them, unbeaten, 
to the butter, and add the ham, to 
which the cayenne has been added. 
Stir until the egg is well mixed with 
the ham and cooked. Serve at once. 


Carmel Cake. Two eggs, one cupful 
of sugar, one-half cupful of butter, two’ 
cupfuls of flour, one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, one half teaspoonful of 
soda. Caramel—Two cupfuls of su- 
gar, two-thirds cupful of milk and 
butter the size of an egg. Boil 10 
minutes and ‘beat until cool. Flavor 
with vanilla and spread between the 
layers and on top of the cake. 


Spice Pudding. One cup molasses,! 
one-half cup brown sugar, one-fourth 
cup of butter, one cup stoned raisins, 
one -half teaspoon cloves, cinnamon 
and nutmeg, and a small teaspoon of 
soda dissolved in one-half cup of warm 
Water; flour enough to make as stiff 
as common gingerbread. Put in a 
greased mold and stand the mold into 
a large kettle with not more than two 
inches of water in the kettle, just suffi- 
cient to keep up a large volume of 
steam, but not enough to come near 
the lid of the mold. 

Oyster Soup. One quart oysters, 
one-fourth cup 
flour, one quart milk, one slice onion, 
two stalks celery, sprig of parsley, 
salt and pepper. Put the oysters in a 
strainer Over a sauce pan and add one- 
half cup of cold water. Chop the 
oysters slightly and add to the liquor 
and water. Heat slowly until they 
boil. Remove from fire and _ strain 
through cheesecloth. Re-heat the l- 
quor and add it gradually to the butter 
and flour cooked together. Scald the 
milk with the onion, celery and pars- 
ley. When scalded remove the sea- 
sonings and add to the oyster liquor. 
Season with salt and pepper. Serve 
with croutons.
